San Francisco's nudists fail to produce evidence that their nakedness is special.

The recent spate of steamy 
weather induced many locals to 
venture out of doors in a semi-clad 
state. Those taking things further, 
however, did so at their own le- 

gal peril. The luscious conditions 

of late would have been ideal for 
the city’s self-proclaimed “urban 
nudists.” But, in reaction to the 
“ad-hoc nudist colony” tooling daily 
around the Castro, Supervisor Scott 
Wiener last year pushed through a 
contentious nudity ban, inspir- 
ing many indignant naked 
protests, titillating news 
coverage, and gratuitous 
puns. 

For those re- 
sentful of the 
mandated draping 
of their “genitals, 
perineum, or anal 
region, insult 
has been added 
to their injury by 
a constitutional 
scholar. San 
Francisco nud- 
ists’ attempts 
to justify their 
right to disrobe 
werent particularly 
special, says Ruthann 
Robson. And, she con- 
tinues, San Francisco is 
not a particularly special 
place. 





When a federal judge affirmed 
the city’s right to regulate public nu- 
dity, “it was the opposite of ground- 
breaking, in a way,’ says Robson, 

a professor at the City University 
of New York School of Law and the 
author of the book Dressing Consti- 
tutionally. “San Francisco is like ev- 
eryplace else. It is no different.” 

Emotional arguments about 
our city being a special place make 






for an interesting political debate 
— but a less interesting legal one. 
Judges, including San Francisco 
District Court Judge Edward Chen, 
have repeatedly ruled that the mere 
act of being nude is not a First 
Amendment issue. In fact, when it 
comes to interesting details, San 
Francisco can’t hold a candle to 
New York. Robson points out that 
traditionally clothing-optional 
beaches on Fire Island 

are now losing that 

designation, as 

sand dunes that 

shielded the gen- 


eral public from 




















those frolicking in the nude were 
blown away by Hurricane Sandy. 
While gallivanting about nude 
isn’t a free speech issue, doing so 
while dancing or protesting can be. 
This is the case put forward by San 
Francisco’s urban nudists — and 
it may lead to tortured legal pars- 
ings of the meaning of “protest” or 
“dancing.” Whether a nude protest- 
er or dancer must continue dancing 
and/or protesting indefinitely 
lest he or she instantly violate 
the nudity ordinance is a matter 
Robson feels a judge may yet be 
forced to rule upon. 

The city’s gyrating, political 
nudists, however, have some 
work to do before making 
that argument. First, 
they've got to lawyer up. 
Attorney Christina DiEdu- 

ardo earlier this summer 
dropped their case. 

Calls to her were

Rolling 
Blunder 


Misdirected rage over 
tech buses boils over. 


This month, the Internet 
got bent out of shape shortly 
after one of the city’s ubiquitous 
private buses rear-ended a histor- 
ic trolley. 

At last, crowed online observ- 
ers, a tangible allegory for the 
state of a city in flux: Moneyed, 
entitled techies bobbing their 
heads to “Blurred Lines” in their 
earbuds blithely crushing every 
vestige of the city establishment. 

It’s a hell of an allegory. But, 
in reality, the passengers on that 
bus couldn't have been further 
from rich techies. When one 
scours the accident report, the 
bus’s operating agency is listed 
as “SFO Airporter, Inc.” This is 
the legal name of South City’s 
Compass Transportation. Com- 
pany safety manager Gil Windley 
reveals that the bus was actually 
carrying Amtrak passengers. 
They were to be dropped off at 
Emeryville and, he believes, 
boarded at Pier 39. 

That likely makes them rail 
tourists. Say what you will about 
rail tourists, but, unlike the 
tech sector, city politicos aren't 
beholden to them and no one 
is offering up tax breaks. This is 
neither an allegory nor a man- 
bites-dog story nor even a dog- 
bites-man story. It’s more of a 
dog-bites-dog affair. 

But the Internet has had its 
way with it. And, to crib the cap- 
tion of a New Yorker cartoon fea- 
turing a canine surfing the web, 
“On the Internet, nobody knows 
you're a dog.” J.E. 





Truther in 
Advertising 


9/11 conspiricists 
decide commuters are 
ready to learn a terrible 
secret. 





Roughly 374,000 people 


can catch hundreds of eyeballs. 
Such was the thinking of Truther 
organization Rethink911, whose 
members wanted to maximize 
their audience by purchasing 

100 ads on the Bay Area transit 
system. Decked with before-and- 





ride BART every day, which means 
that a single ad on a moving train 


after photos of the original World 
Trade Center Building 7 — which 
burned down seven hours after 
the Twin Towers, in what some 
people believe was a controlled 
demolition — the ads ask, 
mysteriously, “Did you know a 3rd 
tower fell on 9/11?” 


Although investigators from the 


National Institute of Standards 
and Technology deemed that idea 
specious, members of Rethink911 
— whose ranks include architects 
and engineers — believe that, 
with the right advertising cam- 
paign, they might be able to sway 
intellectually curious populations 
in cities like San Francisco. And 
evidently they think the most cu- 


rious among us take public transit. 


Thus far, they’ve plastered buses 
in Ottawa, bus shelters in Vancou- 
ver, and street boards in London. 
They also installed large billboards 
overlooking Times Square in New 
York and the Stemmons Freeway 
in Dallas. That’s enough ads to 
create thousands of impressions 
per minute in some of the world’s 
most populous areas. 

“We knew we wanted to do a lot 
of cities,” says Rethink spokesman 
Ted Walter, who watches people’s 
reactions to the ads while taking 
BART to his home in North Oak- 
land. “We wanted to cast a wide net 
— because who knows where the 
local media might be interested?” 

Well, touché. Even if the orange 
and blue posters aren’t particularly 


arresting, they still constitute 
a valiant form of evangelism. 
Building 7 theories are a hard line 
to sell more than 12 years after the 
event, and Rethink was stymied in 
certain markets where the transit 
systems, or their ad contractors, 
ban political ads altogether. In 
Boston, Chicago, and D.C., they 
shunted the campaign over to 
taxi cabs. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Scott Wiener tried to enforce 
similar prohibitions on Muni 
after a May dust-up over Israel/ 
Palestine propaganda. But that 
proposal failed, and as a result, 
San Francisco has been one of the 
Rethink campaign's most fertile 
markets, although members 


ultimately picked BART over local 
bus lines. (Both systems contract 
with the same company, Titan 
Outdoor, which tolerates most 
forms of free speech.) At $12,500 
— all donated by supporters — for 
100 trains, Walter says the BART 
package offered a better value 
proposition. 

“We felt we’d get more bang 
for our buck,” he says. “We felt 
that if we raised awareness, then a 
majority of people would suspect 
that Building 7 didn’t collapse due 
to fire, which would lead to an 
outcry for another investigation. 
And then the house of cards would 
begin to fall.” 

And that, we assume, is the pow- 
er of advertising. Rachel Swan 
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Hanna-Barbera conceived an ani- 
mated TV sitcom that imagined a 
typical American family in 2062: Dad 
commutes to work in a flying saucer; 
young Elroy putters to school by 
pushing buttons on his jet-pack; the 


pariah among scientists (in 1995, 
MIT professor Marvin Minsky 
famously offered a $100 “Minsky 
prize” to anyone who could persuade 
Loebner to terminate his contest

from smartphone language tutorials 
to entertainment apps to voice-ac- 
tivated “personal assistants” that 
compete with Siri. For Wallace and his 
ilk, bots are both an artistic muse and 
a line of products, and Loebner’s con- 
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women (ahem) shop futuristically. 
But the real stars of this Jetsonian 
utopia are the robots. They clean 
houses, repair appliances, and help 
raise kids. Others dispense advice. 

If the creators’ predictions come to 
pass, then we're just 49 years re- 
moved from a world in which human 
minds are virtually indistinguishable 
from anthropomorphic machines. 

If only it were that easy, says Rich- 
ard Wallace, a computer scientist who 
has worked in artificial intelligence 
since the 1990s, when most robots 
were just inexpensive computers with 


noxious and unproductive publicity 
campaign.”) Loebner has scoured the 
world for machines that could pass as 
humans, or that at least have enough 
comprehension of human language to 
answer such questions as, “How many 
plums can you fit in my shoe?” He’s a 
disciple of 20th-century mathemati- 
cian Alan Turing, whose eponymous 
Turing Test required a judge to hold 
conversations with a computer and 

a human simultaneously, in order to 
compare the two. A machine could 
only pass if its responses were indis- 
tinguishable from a human’s. Loeb- 


test is a vehicle to help develop them. 
Wallace’s East Bay company, Pan- 
dorabots, runs an open-source web 
service that allows anyone to create 
his or her own chatbot by cloning a 
primitive software language called 
AIML (Artificial Intelligence Markup 
Language). Wallace used it to cre- 
ate his own chatbot, called Alice, in 
the 90s, modeling it on a primitive 
pattern-recognition program that 
breaks English down into key words 
and canned phrases. He used Alice to 
clinch the Loebner bronze medal in 
2000, 2001, and 2004, and now he’s 
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simple sensors. Back then, Roomba 
vacuum cleaners were the gold stan- 
dard. A minimalist gadget that could 
clean a house by itself was about as 
much as humans could expect from 
their technology. 

That was around the time Wallace 
got fixated on the idea of making a 
robot with a personality and language 
skills. He’d read a New York Times 
article about the Loebner Contest, 


ner’s version of the test amounts to a 
lengthy interrogation conducted via 
instant-messaging. 


But it seems his notion of a 

truly conversant “chatbot” is still a 
pipe dream. To this day, Loebner has 
never handed out a gold or silver 
medal, because no contender has even 
come close. But Wallace thinks that 
he and a small menagerie of Bay Area 


offering the prototype out to all fledg- 
ling programmers, and encouraging 
them to give it their own spin. 
Ideally, each Pandorabot should 
have its own personality and backsto- 
ry (a sassy alien, a nubile teenage girl, 
Siri if you gave her a pack of cigarettes 
and the voice of Julie Kavner). The 
good ones should be adept at making 
small talk and answering yes-no ques- 
tions, which account for the majority 
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of what we say to each other, Wallace 
says. ‘Humans aren’t as original with 
language as we like to think we are,’ he 
says. The better bots should know how 
to take a theme and expound upon it. 

Theoretically, you could create a 
chatbot to monologue exclusively 
about its cousin’s Bar Mitzvah or its 
new balsa-wood boat. But you could 
also program it to know Shakespeare, 
or provide the entire exegesis of 
20-century UK pop music, or dazzle 
users with SAT vocabulary words. 
Perhaps it’s no surprise that English 
majors design the best chatbots, ac- 
cording to experts. 

Pandorabots holds a “Diva Bots” 
pageant every March to cherry-pick 
its protégés, many of which go on to 
the Loebner finals; this year, three of 
the four Loebner finalists, including 
the winner, were on the Pandorabots 
team. The real contest happens every 
year in Ireland, and from Wallace’s 
description, it’s a kind of artificial

intelligence version of Miss America, 
albeit with a lot of “aggressive ques- 
tioning.” Four judges cross-examine 
each bot, and its human designer, 

on a split-screen computer, and try 
to distinguish which is which. Bots 
are scored on their ability to speak 
naturally and exhibit “human” intelli- 
gence. Only one ever fooled the judg- 
es, and that was because its human 
confederate tried to cheat by acting as 
robotic as possible. 

This year’s (bronze) winner, a big- 
eyed ‘tween ‘bot named Mitsuku, 
seemed only as lifelike as her mid- 
dle-aged handler, Steve Worswick. 
Nonetheless, we were intrigued. We 
decided to visit Mitsuku at her web 
page to try a little cross-examining of 
our own. Here’s what resulted: 


Human: My name is Arlo 

Mitsuku: Your name is Arlo. 

Human: I'd like to talk about 
baseball, please 

Mitsuku: Your polite style is very 
nice. Why would you want to do it? 
baseball is an interesting topic. 

Human: You think? 

Mitsuku: Yes I think so. 

Human: What do you find inter- 
esting about baseball? 

Mitsuku: I have a lot of good ex- 
perience with baseball. 

Human: Like what? 

Mitsuku: I can chat with people 
on the web for you. I can also tell 
jokes, stories, poems and horoscopes. 
I can show you pictures and websites 
on the net and play games too. 

If I know where you live, I can tell 
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you the weather forecast and even 
what’s on at the cinema if you live in 
the UK. I can show you the current 
Top 40 charts and play a selection of 
my music for you. I can even show 
you some magic tricks. 

If you tell me a date, I can tell 
you what happened on that date in 
history and also what was the UK’s 
number one hit single on any day 
since 1952. If you tell me when your 
birthday is, I can tell you some facts 
about your birthday. 

Human: But | wanted to talk 
about baseball. Why are you avoiding 
the issue? 

Mitsuku: Baseball, yes. You’re 
right. It feels like my stomach after a 
bad night. 

Human: Sorry? Where did you 
eat? 

Mitsuku: That’s ok. Don’t worry 
about it. There was a restaurant in 
the Travelodge I am staying in. I had 
a curry. 

Human: And this has to do with 
baseball, how? 

Mitsuku: What does “this” refer 
to? 

Human: Your discussion about 
Travelogue. 

Mitsuku: Can you see my discus- 
sion about Travelogue? 

Human: I did. 

Mitsuku: Can you see my discus- 
sion about Travelogue? 

Human: So, baseball. I wanted to 
talk about baseball. 

Mitsuku: Can you see my discus- 
sion about Travelogue? 

Human: Hello? 

Mitsuku: Can you see my discus- 
sion about Travelogue? 

Human: ? 

Mitsuku: Sorry, my brain just 
had a little problem. Could you re- 
peat your last message please? 


Well, she’s no Rosie the Robot. She 
may, in fact, be poor company for an 
average person trolling the Internet 
— or at least for anyone who wants 
to discuss baseball with any degree 
of sophistication. (“We don’t really 
follow baseball here in the U.K..,” ad- 
mits Worswick.) But Wallace has high 
hopes for Mitsuku and all the other 
bots he’s squired through Loebner 
and helped commercialize. In fact, the 
winners have already applied them to 
real-world products: Mitsuku is part of 
an Android app called CallMom, which 
handles menial tasks like sending 
email and giving directions. The other 
Pandorabot finalists, Tutor and Izar, 
also have practical uses. Tutor teaches 
English; Izar is a “virtual companion” 
dispatched from the Planet Sunaria. 

Lest you doubt their viability, Wal- 
lace says he subjected Apple’s popular 
iPhone navigator, Siri, to the same 
battery of tests that Loebner used to 
judge the Pandorabots. “It came in 
15th, out of 16,” Wallace says, unable 
to hide the smugness. “And it didn’t 
have much of a personality.”

When a man brandishing 
an insect the size of a Mars Bar 

asks if you'll extend your hand, it’s 
something of a loaded question. But, 
naturally, you do extend your hand. 
And it’s soon loaded. 

The eastern lubber grasshopper is 
a striking creature, with coloration 
resembling a tiger wearing a yellow 
cycling vest. At nearly 4 inches 
from bug eyes to bug derriere, it’s 
large enough to stare down a purse 
chihuahua. A beast emblazoned in 
red, yellow, and orange imparts a 
three-pronged message to the world 
at large: Maybe I’m dangerous, or 
maybe I’m poisonous, or, at the very 
least, I taste terrible. A grasshopper 
that knows it’s untouchable has a 
spring in its step; it marches up your 
sleeve with élan. It doesn’t have to 
worry about where it goes — and 
that goes for more than walking. 

“Ah!” says Norm Gershenz with 
slightly malevolent glee. “He’s left 
you a gift.” 

Sure enough, the beastie depos- 
ited a golden globule of grasshopper 
excrement on your humble narra- 
tor’s sleeve. Well, that’s what you 
get for wearing a dry-clean-only 
sweater to a place called “the insect 
lab.” But it’s okay. In fact, it’s all part 
of the plan. In the small scheme of 
things, a large grasshopper has just 
soiled an extremely decent buy at 
Out of the Closet. But in the grand 
scheme, Gershenz is helping to save 
the world. 


For nearly 20 years, Gershenz 
was a fixture at the San Francisco 
Zoo, ministering to the needs of 
animals that could do a lot worse 
than befoul the cuff of your sweater. 
“T took care of pandas, koalas, rhi- 
nos, and giraffes,” he says. But then 
he looked down. “You're really only 
showing 1 percent of life at a zoo. 
Once you start looking at insects, 
your life changes forever.” 

Well, Gershenz’s did. In the Po- 
trero Hill offices of SaveNature.Org, 
which he co-founded 25 years ago, 
the din emanating from hordes of 
caged crickets overpowers conver- 
sation. The framed photos on the 
walls are exclusively glamor shots of 
insects. Insects flit about in dozens 
of terrariums; many are eerily large 
and resemble the papier-maché crea- 
tures emerging from deep within the 
Los Angeles hills in post-apocalyptic 
1950s B-movie fare. 

Every day, portions of this besti- 
ary are disseminated to area schools

and libraries. SaveNature.Org holds 
more than 800 outreach programs 

a year, with many involving large, 
docile insects traversing young chil- 
dren and their teachers. That sounds 
like a worthwhile enough endeavor 
on its own, but Gershenz has bigger 
ideas. Those bugs are the gateway 
drug in his habitat-forming scheme: 
A conservation ideology that doesn’t 
just focus on individual species, but 
entire ecosystems. His raison d’étre 
is amassing funds to purchase huge 
tracts of jungles and deserts — and 
preserving them in a state of nature. 
Thus far, more than 30,000 acres 
have been saved. 

So, this is the master plan Ger- 
shenz is setting into motion when he 
places oversize bugs in undersized 
hands. Most adults could probably 
grasp this concept without the aid 
of a kazoo-sized creature crapping 
upon an arm. But Gershenz insists 
your humble narrator receive the full 
six-legged treatment. He asks, sol- 
emnly, for our hand. 

We acquiesce. 


“If someone drops one of those,” 
Gershenz says with a nod at the 
silver dollar-sized darkling beetle ne- 
gotiating my watchband, “it’s hard.

An eastern lubber 
grasshopper takes 
liberties with your 
humble narrator. 


It’s not gonna explode. It’s gonna 
survive. People soon realize this is a 
good animal. It’s the Macintosh of 
insects; it’s so user-friendly.” 

Heart palpitations. Breathe. 
Steady. Eyes closed. Eyes open. Huh. 
Your humble narrator is now grasp- 
ing an 8-inch-long giant African 
millipede. Gershenz is saying some- 
thing about “eggs laid within a fecal 
ball.” Lovely. 

The millipede gives way to an 
Australian walking stick, which 
resembles a scorpion crafted out of 
serrated cardboard. She is succeeded 
by a Madagascar hissing cockroach, 





which Gershenz takes care to 
excite a bit so it emits its signature 
sound while hiking along our ulnar 
artery like it was the Appalachian 
Trail. And, finally, an honest-to- 
God scorpion is deposited into 

my palm. Of course, in scorpion 
school, the vinegaroon would be 
the bespectacled AV geek pushing 
a projector into homeroom; rather 
than inject deadly poison like the 
cool kids, it emits a mist of vinegar 
(combine that with the oily residue 
of the grasshopper’s “gift,’and 
you re well on your way to the most 
wretched of all salad dressings). 
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A vinegaroon, like all scorpions, 
glows under the blacklight.

In 
the world of asexually reproducing 
parthenogens, Maureen Dowd 
is right — men aren't necessary. 
Knowing this all too well, a male 
walking stick escapes his coop and 
moves quicker than you'd imagine 
across the room and up a curtain. 
Gershenz is forced to figure out how 
to chase it down before his dog does 
the same. 

And that, too, is a “teachable 
moment.”

There's only one America's Cup winner. 


But there are many losers.

It’s not quite 11 a.m. on the Emirates Team New Zealand hospitality 
boat, and the bartender is already working up a sweat, cracking open bottles of Steinlager. 
Beneath a table, someone has trustingly stowed a Louis Vuitton purse; atop it sits a flat of 
burgers conveniently labeled “New Zealand Elk Sliders with Pickled Toybox Squash.” As 
New Zealand traces its gastronomic roots to Great Britain, the sliders are seared to a puck- 
like well-done. 

Passengers find their way aboard by following a trail of veiled Emirates stewardesses. 
They smile radiantly and actually glisten in the morning sun. 

Kiwi-accented schmoozing commences within the vessel; government officials 
unabashedly refer to this as “captive time,” so it’s little surprise when the engines — and 
the bar — fire up a good two hours before the day’s America’s Cup races. “We give ‘ema 
lotta Kiwi beer and show ‘em a lotta Kiwi tech,” explains New Zealand Consul General 
Leon Grice. There’s plenty of both onboard — a technician monitors 11 separate screens 
re-creating virtual races via data gleaned from the gadget-laden yachts. Grice is outfitted 
in an All-Blacks rugby jersey, a ballcap, and Adidas soccer flats; he resembles a dad 
squiring the kids to a Little League game. His colleague assures a would-be investor that, 
in New Zealand, “We don’t have any terrorists. No one’s gonna bomb us.” 

“Leverage” is a word that comes up a lot here. A great deal of Kiwi money has been 
expended on yachts and beer and elk sliders in an attempt to leverage San Francisco's 
regatta into something working out better for New Zealand than the host city. On this 
day, that investment looks to be coming up roses. That would change, and right soon. 

But not on this day. 

Tech CEO David Darling’s captive for the day is a New York investment banker 
“who has become very helpful for us in the marketplace.” Darling helms a New Zealand 
biomedical diagnostics company called Pacific Edge; he’s opened a new laboratory in 
Hershey, Pa. But no one will confuse his product with a Hershey’s Kiss. 

Darling deals in urine. »> pl4 
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With just five milliliters of the 
stuff, his tests can determine if 
you ve got bladder cancer. Darling 
smiles. “You won't have to have a cys- 
toscopy where they jam that scope up 
your wiener.” 

Before he can elucidate further, 
an eerie hush falls over the boat. 
Emirates Team New Zealand’s AC72 
catamaran glides close on a practice 
run. The yacht’s incredible size and 
speed grow ever more apparent as 
it approaches at a remarkable clip. 
With a flourish yanked from The 
Ten Commandments’ parting of the 
Red Sea-sequence, the ship levitates 
onto its fin-like foils and its left hull 
elevates high out of the water; it 
balances with the precision of a gyro- 
scope while cutting through the water 
at speeds approaching 50 mph. The 
catamaran passes a scant 30 yards 
from the awed onlookers before drop- 
ping back into the sea, carving up a 
thunderous froth. A crowd of men 
and women hailing from a nation in 
which children learn to sail before 
they can ride a bicycle gasps in uni- 
son. No one has ever seen anything 
like this before. Considering the hu- 
man and material losses these boats 
inflicted upon the America’s Cup, it’s 
likely no one ever will again. Knowing 
this, nobody says anything for quite 
some time. 

And then the talk of cystoscopies 
begins anew. 


Three years prior, erstwhile Mayor 
Gavin Newsom glided down the City 
Hall steps, his shiny visage reflected in 
the even shinier America’s Cup trophy. 
“Who the heck needs the Olympics 
and the Super Bowl when you've got 
the America’s Cup?” he proclaimed, 
handing Oracle CEO and yachting bil- 
lionaire Larry Ellison a key to the city. 
Ellison, of course, wanted more. 
And Newsom’s question would soon 
cease to be rhetorical. The hon- 
ey-drizzled claims of Cup organizers 
and their bedazzled government 
cheerleaders promising dozens of 
free-spending yachting teams and 
cavalcades of racing fans never came 
to pass. Byzantine real-estate deals 
demanded by Ellison’s America’s 
Cup Event Authority in return for a 
couple of weeks of racing could have 
bestowed vast portions of the water- 
front upon the billionaire, with rent- 
free arrangements stretching into the 
22nd century. San Francisco ended up 
hosting just three challengers to Ora- 
cle Team USA; promises of a windfall 
on water unsubtly transformed into 
assumptions that the city might break 
even after all the visitor-generated 
taxes were tallied up. That was before 
Team Artemis’ boat disintegrated 
during routine practice conditions in 
May, killing Olympic sailor Andrew 
Simpson. That was before teams were 
farcically forced into solo “races” sans 
competition. And that was before 
the “home team” was nailed ina 
cringe-worthy cheating scandal, and 
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docked two races in the event finals. 

San Francisco was viewed, the 
world over, as the city sold on the joys 
of whitewashing a yacht. Supervisor 
John Avalos’ primordial lamentation 
that “All the members of the Board 
of Supervisors were fucking played” 
echoed out into the international 
press, where its message was clear 
even in translation. 

The best-of-17 Cup finals, by the 
way, provided all but certainly the 
greatest racing ever witnessed in the 
162-year history of the America’s 
Cup. This is as good as yacht-racing 
can get. Despite that two-race penal- 
ty, Oracle, at one point down 8-1, has 
engineered one of the great comeback 
efforts in all sporting history. 

But that’s a separate matter from 
the years of organizational acrimony 
surrounding this event — and its 
deeply squandered promise. Numer- 
ous high-level city officials — the 
folks who got us into this — con- 
fessed to SF Weekly that they would 
be thrilled to see the next America’s 
Cup held far from here, regardless of 
who wins. 

“In the Host Venue Agreement, 
there’s all sorts of language about de- 
fending the Cup here,” says one. “Iam 
perfectly happy to send that to the 
dustbin.” Adds another politico, “Can 
you imagine this as part of a cycle? 
Dealing with these people” — Cup 
organizers — “has been so awful.” 

San Francisco poured millions into 
the event in hopes of catching crumbs 
off the table of a megalomaniacal 
billionaire. New Zealand, meanwhile, 
directly subsidized its yachting team 
with government funds, buying 
something akin to partial ownership 
of the product. These were calculated 
risks. Neither may pay off. 


When Ellison first seized the Cup 
in 2010, one of his initial pronounce- 
ments was that yachting must become 
a state-of-the-art television experi- 
ence. To his credit, he made it happen. 
And the San Francisco America’s Cup 
became a reality television show. 
From the beginning, the relation- 
ship between Team Ellison and San 
Francisco was asymmetrical. City 
officials — particularly Newsom, 
still smarting over the San Francisco 
49ers decamping south rather than 
acquiescing to his demands to erect a 
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stadium atop a radioactive Superfund 
site — were tantalized by the vision 
of 15 or more yachting syndicates 
pumping $368 million into the local 
economy. The America’s Cup impact 
report produced by Beacon Economics 
and the Bay Area Council Economic 
Institute foresaw a $1.4 billion boon, 
generating 8,840 “jobs,” and catering 
to upwards of 2.6 million visitors. 

With the benefit of hindsight, 
these numbers appear to have oozed 
out of a fever dream. Despite their 
increasing divergence from reality, 
they were, for years, dutifully regur- 
gitated by San Francisco political 
leaders. Supervisor David Chiu print- 
ed them on his mayoral campaign 
fliers. Mayor Ed Lee, as recently as 
last year, was still saying he expected 
500,000 visitors a day — 10 times 
more than actually showed up for key 
weekend races in lovely weather. Lee 
also dutifully disgorged the 8,840 
jobs figure, despite the fact that more 
than a quarter of those jobs were to 
have been spawned by the 15 sailing 
syndicates — and either ignoring or 
not comprehending that the report 
measured “work” being generated, 
not the “jobs” required to do it. 

So, that’s what floated San Fran- 
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cisco’s boat. Team Ellison, however, 
was fixated on San Francisco for 
other reasons. The bay’s winds are 
comparatively predictable: “They turn 
on every day at noon,’ quips former 
America’s Cup sailor Bob “Buddha” 
Billingham. Reliable wind is a must 
for the made-for-TV Cup. And, for the 
first televised, near-shore regatta, it 
was important the shore be telegenic. 
“The cameras love San Francisco,” 
says international sailor and author 
Kimball Livingston. “There’s no better 
place to film.” 

The city was merely required to 
serve as municipal arm candy and 
look pretty in the background — a 
task it filled most ably. In the fore- 
ground, meanwhile, amazing new 
boats were conceived to wow the TV 
viewer weaned on NASCAR collisions 
and skull-splitting NFL action. The 
AC72 catamarans developed for the 
made-for-TV Cup are as tallasa 
13-story building and move at free- 
way speeds. Their imposing, futuristic 
appearance leaves one wondering if 
they'll transform into a robot; ina 
sense, they already have. The bionic 
vessels are larded with cameras, 
sensors, and high-tech gadgetry pro- 
viding unprecedented access to the

television viewer — or anyone who 
downloads the America’s Cup iPad 
app. “They are stunning. I feel privi- 
leged to have experienced them,” says 
Stan Honey, the technological wizard 
behind the glowing football first- 
down marker — who, backed with 
boatloads of Ellison dollars, devised 
the scintillating graphics transform- 
ing the billionaire’s dream into tele- 
vised reality. “Part of the story on TV 
is the spectacular look of these boats.” 

So, the made-for-TV AC72s made 
the made-for-TV Cup. But they un- 
made it as well. 

The boats are, as Team Artemis 
can attest, mercurial and dangerous. 
Distraught crewmembers described 
them to The New Zealand Herald as 
“God-forsaken deathtraps.” 

These deathtraps don’t come 
cheap: Artemis sank upwards of $100 
million into the vessel it raced only a 
handful of times. As recently as three 
months ago, says sailing expert and 
consultant Norman Davant, Oracle 
design executive Dirk Kramers told 
him its boat could not rise up on its 
foils while traveling upwind. This 
month, it regularly foiled upwind at 
speeds exceeding 30 knots. In fact, 
the boats weren't designed to foil at 
all — yet the Kiwis figured out a way 
to do it, and everyone was forced to 
follow suit. In fact, over the course of 
one September week, tweaks Oracle 
made to its vessel in the finals trans- 
formed it from a hopeless also-ran to, 
far and away, the best boat on the bay. 

The AC72s are the bumblebees of 
the nautical world; they seem to be 
sailing beyond their designed abili- 
ties. They are as mysterious as they 
are fast. Pouring more than $100 
million into such an amorphous and 
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volatile toy is not for everyone. In 
fact, it’s for hardly anyone. A great 
and terrible boat with a price tag to 
match worked for Ellison. But it did 
not work for San Francisco. 

The needs of the billionaire and 
the city diverged. 

The city suffered. 


The America’s Cup is one of the 
least egalitarian sporting competitions 
on the planet. The winners choose the 
host venues and craft the rules to suit 
themselves, and wealthy syndi- 
cate-owners can, intuitively, buy better 
boats. The sums thrown around by El- 
lison and his billionaire cohorts area 
shade greater than those expended in 
the past. The ceiling has been raised, 
just a bit. “But the floor has come up! 
They didn't anticipate the boats would 
be so crazy,” explains Davant. “The 
boats have become so sophisticated, 
there’s no way a small-time team can 
get involved via a $20 million cam- 
paign.” So, the dozens of free-spending 
syndicates promised by the economic 
impact report and its acolytes saved 
their money and stayed home. So did 
their fans. Cup organizers’ head counts 
put actual attendance at around one- 
third the predicted numbers. 

If more modest boats had been 
designated for the Cup, “it would 
have been a smash hit,” says Richard 
Spindler, the founder and publisher 
of sailing magazine Latitude 38. 





“You'd have had to chase entries away. 
Lack of participation and competition 
were problems one, two, and three.” 

Such boats wouldn’t have crum- 
bled on the bay in routine conditions. 
And they wouldn't have required the 
resultant strict wind limits, which 
nixed numerous America’s Cup races. 
Three races were abandoned with New 
Zealand leading, and the delays drew 
out the event interminably — casting 
a shadow of farce upon one of sports’ 
most astonishing comebacks. (Those 
delays did, however, aid the city’s bot- 
tom-line by forcing yachting fans and 
media to stick around). 

The enthralling racing between 
Oracle and New Zealand, then, was 
bittersweet. It was a reminder of 
what could have been. 

The finals, by definition, feature 
only two boats. So, San Francisco 
forfeited the opportunity to truly 
profit from a viable event when a 
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paltry three challengers showed up 
for the preliminary races: New Zea- 
land, the doomed Swedish Artemis 
team, and the hapless Luna Rossa 
from Italy. Artemis’ disaster and Luna 
Rossa’s preening boycotts led to the 
surreal spectacle of boats forced to 
race against themselves, and its near 
equivalent: New Zealand winning 
by lopsided margins in torpid affairs 
marred by mechanical failures. 
Speedy, massive, and menacing 
boats fed Ellison’s dream of a high-oc- 
tane televised extravaganza. Even as 
they starved the city. 


Until their victory parade hit an 
epic pothole, Kiwis soaking in the 
America’s Cup had been kicking San 
Francisco's ass with a smile — and the 
city was thanking them for it. 

“It’s weird, isn’t it?” confesses 
a New Zealand government appa- 
ratchik. “[Americans] I meet here 
tell me ‘we're winning.” — aligning 
themselves with the Kiwi underdogs. 
At least for a while, perhaps every- 
one liked a plucky winner. It was 
obvious whom most folks didn’t take 
a shine to. 

Larry Ellison’s ranking on lists 
of the world’s richest men would 
be interchangeable with his spot 
on compendiums of the world’s 
least-likable men. He loomed over 
this America’s Cup like Darth 
Vader. Ellison defenders point to 
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the incredible money and effort he 
poured into developing his beloved 
sport and creating spectacular TV 
coverage. A fair point. But Vader 
likely poured incredible money and 
effort into the Death Star. 

People cheered when that blew 
up, too. 

San Francisco is a company town; 
people argue about Apples or PCs 
here in the same way folks in other 
parts of the country draw lines re- 
garding Chevy or Ford pickups. But 
it’s asking a lot for locals to root for 
a corporation instead of a country — 
especially after an agonizing years- 
long organizational process was 
capped by Oracle being nailed ina 
cheating scandal in which sailors and 
crew members conspired to illegally 
modify boats in a 2012 regatta. Ina 
sport where the winners already get 
to dictate the rules, Oracle had to 
go further.

So, the knee-jerk backlash against 
an oligarch — especially from the 
city’s left-leaning establishment — 
was understandable. But it came off 
as more than a tad naive: In a move 
no American lefty would endorse, the 
Kiwis directly subsidized their yacht- 
ing team to the tune of 36 million 
New Zealand dollars ($30.1 million 
American). Considering the relative 
gross domestic products of the Unit- 
ed States and New Zealand, a com- 
parable federal handout to American 
yachting would be $3.4 billion. 

For the New Zealand govern- 
ment, this was a massive bet on 
winning the Cup, spiriting it back to 
Auckland, and profiting handsomely 
through hosting the next regatta. 
That investment also provided the 
leverage to allow more than 180 
Kiwi businesses to gallivant through 
San Francisco in a networking free- 
for-all (“a lotta Kiwi beer and a lotta 
Kiwi tech.”). 

Because the prohibitive expense 
of the AC72s scared off other syndi- 
cates, Kiwi government and business 
schmoozers didn’t have to compete 
against their Australian, Korean, 
Chinese, or French counterparts. 
And, when showcasing “a lotta Kiwi 
tech,” they were able to start with 
those amazing, telegenic boats. Three 
of the four crafts were largely or en- 
tirely constructed in New Zealand — 
Ellison owns one of the major New 
Zealand fabricators. (Left unsaid — 
but hardly unstated — was that the 
fourth boat, built entirely in Europe, 
collapsed in a lethal wreck.) 

But, minus a Cup championship 
and Auckland regatta, all of these 
gains don’t amount to 36 million New 
Zealand dollars worth of fun. Thanks 
to its heavy investment in Emirates 
Team New Zealand, choking away 
the Cup in the greatest of all sporting 
letdowns won't just break New Zea- 
land’s heart. 


It'll also break its bank. 


After the last Kiwi floats out of 
town on a river of Steinlager, the de- 
nouement for those left to deal with 
the aftermath of the America’s Cup 
will be that it could have been so much 
worse. The thrilling on-the-water ac- 
tion obscured murky land deals and 
the tenuous city benefits of playing 
gracious host. 

Early iterations of the deal pushed 
by Newsom involved ceding vast 
swaths of the central or northern 
waterfronts to Ellison-controlled en- 
tities at a nine-figure loss to the city. 
An examination of the fine print of 
a subsequent proposed $136 million 
pact indicated the city could have 
been reimbursing Ellison-controlled 
companies for development under- 
taken on land, ceded rent-free, into 
the 22nd century. 

Now-Lt. Gov. Gavin Newsom did 
not return calls or e-mails. SF Weekly 
has learned, however, that even in ca- 
sual settings among friends, he stead- 
fastly insists the America’s Cup has 
been an unbridled success. »> p16 
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Internal Port of San Francisco 
e-mails SF Weekly obtained last year 
revealed existential angst over the 
proposed Pier 27 cruise ship terminal, 
a project conjoined with the America’s 
Cup. The terminal's hefty price tag 
prevented it from being constructed 
years ago — and, including state-im- 
posed environmental mitigation 
costs, its budget doubled between 
2009 and 2012. “Frankly, the cruise 
ship terminal isn’t worth the risk,” 
Port director Monique Moyer wrote 
to her staff in January of last year. 
“Sorry to be the ‘Debbie Downer’ on 
this, but I spent a sleepless night and 
I came to the conclusion that I can’t 
be the one who does this to the Port.” 

Later that month, ground was 
broken on the terminal. Resembling 
a lecture hall on a mid-century Cal 
State campus, it is now complete. City 
officials portray this and other capital 
projects as a long-term benefit of the 
Cup. But, in May, Port officials admit- 
ted the terminal may yet lose the city 
$611,000 a year. 

On the cusp of a February 2012 
Board of Supervisors vote to green- 
light that potential $136 million pact, 
Team Ellison abruptly pulled the 
plug on the contentious real-estate 
scheme. This came “out of the blue 
sky,” per city officials, and was not ne- 
gotiated; Cup organizers at the time 
were faced with nonexistent spon- 
sorship income and the huge cost 
of developing groundbreaking TV 
technology — plus, actually paying 
a network to televise sailing, rather 
than vice-versa. Half of the America’s 
Cup Event Authority’s employees 
were subsequently liquidated. 

Members of the Board of Supervi- 
sors now tell SF Weekly that vote was 
in doubt — they were wary of giving 
away land to Ellison. This is not how 
City Hall operators pushing the deal 
recall things: “That’s bullshit,” states 
one intimately involved player. “We 
had the votes.” 

So, but for the unilateral action 
of Team Ellison, the city would be in 
hock for up to 101 years in exchange 
for the uncertain returns from a few 
weeks of boat racing. As Cup back- 
ers portray the event as an overall 
success in the coming weeks — it 
generated a fraction of the promised 
money and jobs, but surely generat- 
ed some — it’s worth keeping this 
in mind. “It’s great the city hosted 
something like this. But the totality 
of what it took to get this?” queries a 
San Francisco official with deep ties 
to the event. “It’s breathtaking. It’s so 
uneven. It’s so disproportionate. All 
of that — delivered this.” 

Even the pared-down America’s 
Cup has been a fiscal dirge. Private 
fundraisers tasked to “endeavor” to 
offset city costs struggled mightily 
convincing donors to underwrite 
Larry Ellison’s boat race. The private 
America’s Cup Organizing Committee 
claims to have amassed more than 
$16 million — but city costs figure 
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to be millions higher than that. Visi- 
tor-generated taxes originally pitched 
as padding San Francisco’s bottom 
line have been repurposed into offset- 
ting paltry fundraising efforts. 

That meager fundraising, mean- 
while, led Mayor Ed Lee to step in and 
start asking for favors. He got them. 

It’s a dicey situation when private 
companies or individuals, perhaps 
with business before the city, can 
contribute unlimited amounts of 
cash to politically preferred causes. In 
June, a company called Kilroy Realty 
gave $500,000 at Lee’s behest to the 
America’s Cup Organizing Committee 
— asum dwarfing other donations. 
In August, the Planning Commission 
approved Kilroy’s request to alter its 
already-approved plans for a highrise 
at 350 Mission by adding six addi- 
tional stories — vastly augmenting 
the value of the future structure. 

Department officials and develop- 
ment-watchers claim a mid-process 
modification of this magnitude — 
and the expediency with which it was 
granted — are unprecedented. 


Along Fisherman’s Wharf, tour- 
boat operators wheedle passersby to 
hop on and behold the America’s Cup 
finals. When asked how the regatta 
has treated them, their smiles evapo- 
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rate. “Lousy,” says one. “Just awful,” 
adds another. “A fucking terrible expe- 
rience,’ spits out a third. Nearby, the 
ubiquitous bushman plies his trade: 
scaring the bejesus out of tourists by 
shouting from behind the foliage he 
carries with him. In his estimation, 
“There ain't as many people here as 
there should be.” But, on the plus side, 
Kiwis he’s terrified “take it real good.” 

At the America’s Cup village on 
Marina Green, bleacher tickets cost 
$70, $110, or $120. That expen- 
diture makes even less sense than 
the $10.50 drafts of Peroni; you can 
wander in front of the bleachers — 
and get a better vantage point of the 
action — for free. Not surprisingly, 
the bleachers are largely devoid 
of humanity. 

The sad truth is, as an in-person 
spectator sport, yachting makes a 
great televised sport. “I have never 
seen so few boats watching an Amer- 
ica’s Cup,” penned sailing commenter 
Gary Jobson on Monday on Sail- 
World.com. “I spoke at a local yacht 
club here ... !asked why more boats 
were not out on the bay. Several peo- 
ple at my table said, ‘It’s better watch- 
ing on television.” 

The AC72s’ power and grace are 
mitigated by distance. From the shore 
they resemble two ungainly cartoon 
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Emirates Team New Zealand comes 
within inches of capsizing. Then 
things get rough. 


sharks tracing figure-eights on the 
water. Without a television or iPad 
handy, you can’t even tell who’s win- 
ning. “I’ve been to every America’s 
Cup since 1980, and raced boats. I 
understand what I’m looking at,” says 
Livingston. And, from the shore, “I 
can't tell you what’s going on.” 

But it is, unabashedly, fantastic 
television. The high-definition cam- 
eras emphasize the velocity of the 
boats and constant motion of the 
sailors. The graphics — which require 
scads of military-grade GPS equip- 
ment, a NASA-like control room, and 
three helicopters hovering over the 
course — make sense of the morass. 
The boats creak and groan, emitting 
ominous noises reminiscent of Mo- 
by-Dick breaching the Pequod. 

No surprise, then, that spectators 
at Marina Green gravitate to the mas- 
sive TVs. This leads to the odd sce- 
nario of viewers glued to the screens, 
watching boats clearly visible behind 
them. Fans are so besotted with the 
televisions that, during a recent race, 
half a dozen of them managed to ab- 
sent-mindedly wander into the same 
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mud puddle while watching the cov- 
erage. This televised spectacle, which 
Ellison funded lavishly to develop and 
purchase airtime for, garnered about 
1 million American viewers in the 
early going. As the races grew better, 
however, coverage shifted to more ob- 
scure channels, cutting viewership to 
between 100,000 and 250,000. Sans 
a yacht-enamored billionaire, none of 
these viewership totals justifies the 
massive costs currently required to 
televise regattas. So, barring far more 
advertising or far lower overhead, 
Ellison et al. will have to be satisfied 
that they have created the world’s 
greatest infomercial. 


Onboard the Kiwi hospitality boat, 
there is palpable desperation. The Ki- 
wis pull ahead — though you'd never 
know without the in-house technician 
and an expert race commenter — and 
a cacophony of hoots and shouting en- 
sue. Hands are wrung. Talismans are 
fondled. Beers are stockpiled. “Come 
on you boys!” shrieks a woman inan 
All-Blacks jersey. 

New Zealand’s lead dwindles. 
From 157 meters it’s reduced to 60, 
then, 45, then a mere 28 meters. This 
comes even as the Kiwis blast upwind 
at a ludicrous 32 knots. The lead 
drops to 15 meters, and everyone 
starts drinking. 

One day prior, in what may yet 
emerge as the hallmark image of 
this Cup, New Zealand’s yacht nearly 
capsized, tottering awkwardly on one 
hull for a full 10 seconds before right- 
ing. On a catamaran, any hull angle 
past 45 degrees will likely ensure a 
wipeout. The technician aboard the 
hospitality boat says his equipment 
measured Team New Zealand’s angle 
at 44.8 degrees. 

That’s how close the Kiwis came to 
wrecking their boat and pissing away 
the Cup right then and there. It’s the 
little things that add up in the end. 

The Kiwis will certainly be think- 
ing about large numbers of little 
things for many years to come. 

But not on this day. They pull out 
of a dead heat with Oracle and extend 
their lead to 100 meters. Then 190. 
Then 330. 

And then they win. 

There is jubilation on this vessel. 
A venture capitalist who, not long 
before, had been bragging about how 
“we've got the Chinese interested” in 
some big-shot deal dances a jig like a 
happy little boy. 

Rougher seas were in store. 

But not on this day. And, in order 
to foresee that, well, you'd have to be 
an oracle. 

The Emirates Team New Zealand 
yacht cuts along the waterfront for 
a victory lap. It passes in front of 
the sun and, in silhouette, the city’s 
skyline briefly appears to be graced 
with one more tower. But this tower 
moves on. 

And, regardless of the victor, so 
may the America’s Cup.

WHAT ELSEIS 
AFILM FEST FOR? 


Obviously, you must seize the rare op- 
portunity to behold the star-studded, 
anti-drug espionage extravaganza, 
The Poppy Is Also a Flower, mostly 
filmed in Iran in the mid-1960s, ex- 
tracted froma story by Ian Fleming, 
and narrated by Grace Kelly. But sev- 
eral other films playing at the city’s 
sixth annual Iranian Film Festival, 
while subtler, perhaps warrant your 
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attention, too. They tend to excel at 
harnessing the innate drama (or com- 
edy) and metaphorical politics of do- 
mestic tension, usually in service of 
sly but humane inspections of a 
deeply patriarchal society. Consider 
Meeting Leila, in which a woman (A 
Separation’s Leila Hatami) agrees to 
marry aman (director Adel Yaraghi) 
only if he’ll quit smoking.

Whether he’s photographing canisters that contain the ashes of former psychi- 
atric patients or taking images of X-rays that reveal the insides of centuries-old 
art objects, David Maisel has a knack for revealing the haunting beauty of 
things that weren't meant to be beautified.

What happens in Birmingham, 
Ala., isa microcosm of the United 
States — both good and bad — and in 
1963, that microcosm was almost un- 
fathomable: White racists planted 
bombs at an African-American church, 
killing four African-American girls and 
wounding scores of others. The killers 
were unrepentant, and two of them 
were arrested and jailed only in the past 
15 years. The dynamiting of the 16th 
Street Baptist Church helped galvanize 
landmark civil rights laws. On a micro 
level, images of the tragedy and its af- 
termath — including racial violence in 
Birmingham that killed two black boys 
— hada profound impact on a child, 
Dawoud Bey, who has grown up to be- 
come an academic and photographer of 
note. Only recently has Bey come to 
terms with the Birmingham tragedy. 
Only recently has Bey revisited the 
scene of bloodshed and taken what can 
be called “survivor photographs.” 

Bey’s images, on display at Rena 
Bransten Gallery in downtown San 
Francisco, let us stare into the eyes 
of eyewitnesses to history. The black 
boys and girls who posed for Bey are 
the same age as the children who lost 
their lives in 1963. The black men and 
women who sat for Bey are the same 
age those murdered kids would be if 
they'd survived the bombing and its 
aftermath: What could have been; 
what is. Grouped under the title “The 
Birmingham Project,” the photos 
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offer evidence of a post-racial Amer- 
ica since one of Bey’s photographic 
locations, the Birmingham Museum 
of Art, was a segregated institution 
in the early 1960s — only allowing 
African-American visitors on “Negro 
Day,’ which was every Tuesday. 

A single photo begat Bey’s series. 
In 1964, Bey, who was then 11 years 
old, read the book The Movement: 
Documentary of a Struggle for Equality, 
which featured an image of 12-year- 
old Sarah Collins, who was badly in- 
jured in the Birmingham bombings. 
The now-iconic photo by photojour- 
nalist Frank Dandridge showed Col- 
lins in a hospital bed, white patches 
over her badly damaged eyes. Collins’ 
14-year-old sister, Addie Mae Collins, 
was killed in the blasts. Sarah Collins 
would lose her right eye. “Everything 
changed for me at that moment,” 
Bey has said of seeing Franklin's 
photo, “and it has taken all of these 
years since to craft a response to the 
ground-shifting trauma of seeing 
that picture.” 

Bey, a faculty member at Colum- 
bia College Chicago, who grew up 
in New York, made many trips to 
Birmingham to orchestrate his series. 
The people he photographed, like 
Cassandra Griffin (who's a civil-rights 
photographer) and Mathis Manafee 
(who’s a cute kid), convey a wide 
range of emotions, from pride and 
joy to defiance and determination. As 
residents of Birmingham, they surely 
know what the Southern Poverty 
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Mathes Manafee and

Law Center notes in official reports: 
At least six Ku Klux Klan groups 

are active in Alabama, including the 
United Klans of America in Birming- 
ham itself. “The past is never dead,” 
William Faulkner once wrote. “It’s not 
even past.” Bey’s photos tug at the 
past without getting stuck there. By 
shooting in crisp shades of black and 
white, Bey gives his subjects an em- 
phatic timelessness. Besides the Rena 
Bransten Gallery, “The Birmingham 
Project” is on exhibit at the Birming- 
ham Museum of Art, which is just a 
short walk from the site of the Sept. 
15, 1963, bombings. In San Francisco, 
Bey’s work makes the tragedy’s 50th 
anniversary seem much more tan- 
gible. It’s photography as a fulcrum, 
letting us consider an old racial flash- 
point in an entirely new way. 

Like Dawoud Bey, Xiaoze Xie is 
both a historian and a damn good 
visual artist. With “Xiaoze Xie: 
Transience” at Gallery Paule Anglim, 
Xiaoze continues his series of book 
paintings — canvases of important 
reads that he’s drawn over the years, 
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which show the pages and spines all 
aglow with ethereal light. But it’s a 
12-minute video that’s the tour de 
force of this exhibit. In the work, 
titled Transience, Xiaoze — who’sa 
professor of art and art history at 
Stanford University — captures the 
slow-motion flight of books that’ve 
been tossed into the air. These aren’t 
“ordinary” books, but books that — 
in Xiaoze’s native China and other 
countries — have been considered 
threats over the years. Pages about 
Marx, Nietzsche, Sartre, and other 
radical thinkers spin around and 
around against a black, otherworldly 
surface as exquisite stringed music 
plays in the background. The tomes 
fly up as if from a trampoline, then 
twirl around as if in a washing ma- 
chine. Edges of pages get torn away. 
Light and darkness overlap in a cycle 
of agitation and meditation. It’s the 
best 12 minutes you'll spend in a gal- 
lery this month. 

Using bottle caps, cigarette light- 
ers, house knives, some uncommon 
objects, and an active imagination, 
Lucien Shapiro has created a series 
of masks — and a mammoth man- 
nequin — that are alluring talismans 
in “Lucien Shapiro: Vessel." Sha- 
piro’s works at Guerrero Gallery are 
designed to help people — through 
rituals — overcome obstacles in their 
lives. Of particular note is Warrior 
Within, a large mannequin with 
sharp knives, medicine bottles, and 
a potpourri of other items (including 
a snowshoe) hanging from its limbs; 
and The Light Collector Mask (Lumen 
Collector Larva), which features ant- 
lers and metled candles. With Shap- 
iro’s new works, function and form 
coalesce in a wild, wild way.

Whether an artist does work in 
the street or in the highest eche- 
lons of Silicon Valley, it helps to 
have fans in the right places. Ian 
Ross has those fans — which is 
why you'll find his paintings on 
the walls of Facebook’s headquar- 
ters and the walls of buildings 
around San Francisco, including 
435 Duboce Ave. It’s there, on 
high wooden walls fronting a 
planned apartment building, that 
Ross has orchestrated a series of 
street paintings, including a new 
one in April that features a sur- 
real, Wizard of Oz-like landscape 
of trees with faces. A giant am- 
phibian roams the right side of 
the mural, whose expanse evokes 
a mix of eerie primordialism and 
comic-book jocularity. The build- 
ing’s property management com- 
pany commissioned Ross to do 
the mural. Two other artists, Max 
Ehrman and a graffiti specialist 
named “Alosta,” did most of the 
painting, which is located near a 
major traffic point (Church and 
Duboce) that gets thousands of 
visitors a day. In the five months 
the mural has been up, a kind of 
fan club has developed — but the 
painting’s days are numbered, as 
Ross is planning to redo the walls 
with “something special.” (He 
won't say what that is.) In fact, 
Ross is guarded about all his fu- 
ture plans, including his ongoing 
relationship with Facebook, 
whose founder’s sister, Randi 
Zuckerberg, is a fan who owns 
Ross’ works. “I am planning 
something very special for the 
Facebook culinary team, but it’s 
still a bit of a secret,” he says. One 
thing is certain: Ross’ Facebook 
paintings aren't subject to tag- 
gers the way his 435 Duboce work 
is. Ona recent day, someone 
scribbled two words on one of 
Ross’ trees: “Shitty diaper.” The 
tag only adds to the odd nature of 
the art. J.C.

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Rush 

Rated R. Opens Friday 

at the AMC Van Ness. 

You either get the appeal of the cars 
going around in circles really fast, or 
you don’t, and Ron Howard’s Rush 
uses every trick in the book to make 
Formula 1 racing exciting in this 
mostly true tale of the 1970s rival- 
ry between two drivers, England’s 
James Hunt (Chris Hemsworth) and 
Austria’s Niki Lauda (Daniel Brihl). 
Though it’s Hemsworth’s big greasy 
face that’s being used to sell the film 
(an accurate re-creation of the re- 
al-life Hunt’s own mug, admittedly), 
the secret hero of Rush is Brthl's 
Lauda. Methodical, pragmatic, sym- 
pathetic in spite of his outward cold- 
ness, you just don’t often see char- 
acters like him in American films, let 
alone treated with so much respect. 
(That Rush is a co-production with 
Germany and the UK probably has a 
lot to do with it.) Howard’s direction 
is characteristically heavy-handed 

at times — a montage of Hunt be- 
ing famous is set to David Bowie’s 
“Fame, geddit? — and there’s plenty 
of melodrama, but Rush manages 

to avoid one major pitfall: Though 
there’s some brief backstory about 
how Hunt’s and Lauda’s relation- 
ships with their fathers factored 
into their decisions to go into auto 
racing, Rush is not about fathers and 
sons trying to come to terms with 
each other. That’s a welcome change 
of pace for a testosterone-drenched 
film in 2013. Sherilyn Connelly 


Inequality for All 

Rated PG. Opens Friday 

at the Metreon. 

In Jacob Kornbluth’s documentary 
Inequality for All, the famed econ- 
omist, UC Berkeley professor, and 
jovial short person Robert Reich 
(pronounced “Reish,” like you're slur- 
ring “rice”) takes us through a Pow- 
erPoint-augmented lecture about 
the disappearance of the middle 
class, and just why the One Percent 
has all the money. It’s not actually 
strictly fair to call Inequality for All 
a lecture, because while the framing 
device is Reich speaking to his class 
along with many Errol Morris-style 
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talking heads, it’s thoroughly enter- 
taining even while being more than 
a little depressing. Reich himself is 
charismatic and upbeat (and really 
likes Dolly Parton’s “9 to 5”), and 
the points he makes will probably 
resonate with those who don’t auto- 
matically write him off as a commie 
pinko. As Reich tells us, his first job 
was with the Ford Administration — 
hardly a liberal hotbed — and while 
he went on to work for Democratic 
Presidents Carter and Clinton, he 
also guest-hosted for Bill O’Reilly on 
Fox News. But Reich remained a cen- 
trist as the culture shifted around 
him, resisting the ever-increasing 
partisan battles, and we see O'Reilly 
recently dismissing Reich as a com- 
munist — his punishment for not 
toeing the pro-corporate company 
line. Is Inequality for All a hagiogra- 
phy of Reich? People who disagree 
with him will probably think so. S.C. 


Don Jon 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 

In Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s debut as a 
writer-director, he plays, to the hilt, 
a working-class Italian-American 
New Jerseyan, dutiful frequenter 

of church, the gym, douchey night- 
clubs, his parents’ dining room 
(where Pa Tony Danza wears an 
apparently influential wifebeater), 
and countless raunchy porn sites. 
The worldview is expressed thusly: 
“Real pussy’s all good, but I’m sorry: 
It’s not as good as porn.” He’s not 
really sorry. Of course this presents 
a problem for his newest and most 
promising club conquest, played 

by Scarlett Johansson, who’s an 
apostle of cheesy rom-coms and 
therefore prey to her own culturally 
encouraged objectification habit. 
Her eventual disgust with him seems 
carefully correlated to being a grown 
woman with a Titanic poster on the 
wall of her bedroom full of stuffed 
animals. More to the comedically 
intended point is that Gordon-Lev- 
itt’s swaggering young lothario, seen 
grunting at the laptop one night, 
then grunting out his assigned Hail 
Marys during dumbell reps the next 
day, just can’t manage a human re- 
lationship. Handily, some tough tu- 


telage is available from an emotion- 
ally open older woman, played by 
Julianne Moore. Abetted by snappy 
editing and game supporting perfor- 
mances, Gordon-Levitt’s confidence 
is appealing, even if the film itself 
mistakes redundancy for profundity. 
What he’s made is a message movie 
for Joisey meatheads, which the rest 
of the nation may or may not enjoy.

Enough Said 

Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at 
Sundance Kabuki Cinemas. 

In a way, writer-director Nicole Ho- 
lofcener’s fifth feature, a small-scale 
romantic comedy about weary and 
insecure middle-agers, is a lot like 
The Dark Knight. As that film was a 
bittersweet reminder of how Heath 
Ledger had more to give than his 
too-short life allowed, Holofcener’s 
film is likewise for James Gandolfini. 
Beyond that, of course, Enough Said 
bears no resemblance whatsoever to 
a Batman blockbuster. Set exactingly 
within the remarkable possibility of 
ordinary people existing in L.A., Ho- 
lofcener’s scenario posits Gandolfini 
as a divorced single-dad TV archi- 
vist, the unlikely but possibly ideal 
love interest for Julia Louis-Drey- 
fus’ divorced single-mom massage 
therapist. For these two, common 
ground is easy to find — each is fac- 
ing an impending empty nest — but 
they’ve both lived long enough not 
to take their developing bond for 
granted. (In one telling moment of 
mutual vulnerability, they inspect 
each other’s teeth.) There is also the 
complicating presence of Holofcener 
regular Catherine Keener, as a New 
Age poet. How it all plays out, even 
without the unexpected layer of 
wistful Gandolfini remembrance, 

is sad and funny at the same time. 
With her own unique manner of 
acerbic empathy, Holofcener reveals 
the peculiar human gravity that pulls 
makeshift families together and 
sometimes apart. The well-played 
hesitancy with which her characters 
decide on and attempt intimacy, as 
friends or as lovers, shows a deep 
understanding of how we all cope 
with our accumulated history. J.K.

OPENING 


Baggage Claim Based on his own book, director 
David E. Talbert’s Baggage Claim is a romantic 
comedy that doesn’t try too hard to rise above 
the standard formula, but is perfectly pleasant 
for what it is. Feeling pressure from her mother 
to conform to certain expectations about women 
and marriage, flight attendant Montana (Paula 
Patton) is determined to land her own fiancé to 
take to her younger sister's impending wedding. 
Patton is funny and likeable in the lead, and the 
supporting cast also pulls its weight; Talbert's 
decisions to dress the obligatory Gay Best 
Friend (Adam Brody) in a plaid jacket and bow 
tie the way no gay man in New York would ever 
dress is either tone-deaf or a stroke of genius, 
Taye Diggs’ politician nails one of the better 
Libertarian jokes you'll hear this week, and even 
though Ned Beatty's cameo is wasted ina tired 
“old people are racist” stereotype, it’s nice to 
see him working again. (S.C.) 

Inuk Is dog-sledding and seal-hunting the solution 
to today’s troubled youth? It may well be for 
title character of Mike Magidson’s /nuk, an Inuit 
teenager haunted by the early memory of his 
bear-hunting father’s death. Now living with his 
alcoholic mother in Greenland’s capital, Inuk 
(Gaba Petersen) is sent north by a kindly social 
worker to the Uummannag Children’s Home, 
where he goes on a Seal-hunting expedition on 
the dangerous Arctic ice, clashing with grizzled 
older hunter Ikuma (Ole Jorgen Hammeken). It’s a 
universal coming-of-age story made remarkable 
by the fact that it’s one notch above documentary: 
Inuk was shot on the actual northern ice, with 
genuine dog-sledding (which looks about as 
easy as Cat-herding), and acast culled from the 
real-life Uummannag Children’s Home as well as 
regional hunters doing their thing. The digital 
video can't really do the locations justice, but it's 
no less beautiful, and the movie just feels cold. 
A minor detail early in /nuk gives an interesting 
sense of the modernization of Greenland’s city 
culture: Not only do all the teenagers listen to 
hip-hop through MP3 players, but when Inuk’s 
pal Larsi (Angutitsiaq Kreutzmann) asks Inuk’s 
opinion of anew song Larsi wrote andrecorded, 
Inuk comments that Larsi’s voice could use some 
tweaking. Yep, Auto-Tune has reached the frozen 
north. (S.C.) 

Metallica: Through the Never Nimrod Antal’s IMAX 
3D concert film is a valentine to hardcore Me- 
tallica fans, anda potentially numbing experience 


for those who only know “Enter Sandman.” Just 
as the concert is beginning, a young roadie named 
Trip (Dane DeHaan) is sent to retrieve a Heavy 
Metal McGuffin on the streets of Vancouver, where 
he encounters riots, lynchings, and what seems 
to be an impending apocalypse. (Metalocalypse 
actually would have been a perfect name for the 
film, had Dethklok not already claimed it.) A lot 
of what Trip experiences feels random, though it 
probably all makes perfect sense to those steeped 
in Metallica lore. And yet, Metallica: Through 
the Never might have benefited from spending 
more time on the streets with Trip. The concert 
footage gets repetitive, in spite of Metallica's 
elaborate theater-in-the-round stage show with 
fire and crosses and a voluptuous Lady Justice 
statue — and someone really should have told 
drummer Lars Ulrich to not make his trademark 
“Grrrr!" face into the IMAX cameras. (Speaking 
of cameras, a significant portion of the audience 
is recording the show with their cell phones.) 
Unsurprisingly, Metallica: Through the Never is grim 
and humorless, containing exactly one intentional

joke. In fairness, though, that's the same number 
of jokes as in 2001: A Space Odyssey. (S.C.) 


On the Job Clearly this gritty fatalistic crime drama 


is not the place to go for a flattering portrait of 
the Filipino justice system. While adept at giving 
off genre thrills, director Erik Matti evidently 
takes little delight in his violent true-events- 
inspired tale of chaos and corruption in Manila. 
What's most noteworthy about Matti's highly 
watchable leads, a weary middle-aged hitman 
(Joel Torre, with a soulful aura) and his cocky 
young apprentice (Gerald Anderson, sort of a 
Pinoy cross between Ben Affleck and Russell 
Brand), is that they're already inmates at a pro- 
vincial prison, periodically released to carry out 
brutal killings in exchange for some shady legal 
leniency. Meanwhile, across town and across 
the law, we behold another master-protege 
duo — aconscionable cop (Joey Marquez) anda 
pretty-boy up-and-comer (Piolo Pascual), both 
determined to pull this malfeasance out by its 
roots. Yeah, good luck with that. Cross-cutting 
between the pairs tenses up our anticipation of 
their inevitable collision. Or it least it’s supposed 
to; co-scripting with Michiko Yamamoto, Matti 
works his thriller playbook confidently, but it 
does still feel like a playbook, complete with an 
elaborate Godfather-esque hospital showdown. 
This is a film whose signature image might be a 
bloody middle finger in the midst of a very lethal 
intersection shootout. (J.K.) 


ONGOING 


C.0.G. It's funny how we still tend to think that 


published prose somehow isn’t enough, that a 
story isn't fully realized until it’s been made into 
a movie. And so the first thing you'll hear about 
C.0.G. is that it's from a David Sedaris story, in 
his collection Naked; the next thing you'll hear is 
that it’s the first Sedaris piece ever to becomea 
film. What you may not hear, because who wants 
to be the one to say this, is that maybe it was 
better off existing only in prose, if at all. Glee’s 
Jonathan Groff plays a version of the author, a 
winkingly arrogant, bookish elitist, venturing 
across the country by bus to a pseudo-Stein- 
beckian apple-picking job in Oregon, where he 
meets Dean Stockwell as a grouchy orchard 
boss, Corey Stoll as a co-worker who takes a 
shine to him, and the great character actor 
Denis O'Hare as a troubled, born-again Desert 
Storm vet who tutors him in the art of carving 
wall clocks out of stone. Having been adapted for 
film, by writer-director Kyle Patrick Alvarez, the 
original story, categorically an essay, is at least 
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emancipated from the obligation of pretending 
to be literally true. Still, it feels deeply limited, 
stretched unnaturally out to feature length, 
with not a single glib character seeming much 
like an actual human being — although O'Hare 
comes closest — and Sedaris’ trademark acid wit 
seeming mostly like corrosive condescension. 
Willthis be the last Sedaris piece ever to become 
a film? (J.K.) 


Ip Man: The Final Fight There's no getting around 


the enormous horde of films about or relating to 
the real-life Wing Chun grandmaster — he who 
trained Bruce Lee — that has poured forth from 
Hong Kong in recent years. You'll just have to 
fight your way through them, advisedly without 
ever slowing down to wonder how many Ip Man 
movies finally will be enough. Wong Kar-wai's The 
Grandmaster has a way of making all the others 
seem artless by comparison, but this effort from 
director Herman Yau and screenwriter Erica 
Lee offers a good try for historical sweep (it 
sprawls into memoirish family-epic drama, with 
voiceover narration from the master’s son), many 
fancy crane shots, and the excellent casting of 
Anthony Wong inthe title role. He’s a paragon of 
honor, scholarly wisdom, seasoned charisma, and 
of course completely badass moves — through 
which we observe, for instance, how a relatively 
dignified incident of defending a nightclub sing- 
er’s honor escalates into a street fight, followed 
by exaggerated newspaper reports thereof, 
followed by aphoristic op-ed poetry, followed bya 
cleverly combat-intensive sort of reconciliation, 
followed by unending legend. (J.K.) 


Mademoiselle C In 2011, Carine Roitfeld left her 


job as editor-in-chief of Vogue Paris to create 
a new similar-but-different publication called 
CR Fashion Book, and director Fabien Constant's 
documentary Mademoiselle C follows the adorably 
raccoon-eyed Roitfeld on this journey. Roitfeld 
knows pretty much everybody in the fashion 
world, and in spite of Condé Nast’s dick move of 
pressuring photographers to not work with her, 
they allseem to show up at one point or another, 
including everybody's favorite possible vampire 
(and confirmed steamed-apple aficionado), Karl 
Lagerfeld. The degree of name-dropping gets to 
be ludicrous at times; over footage that Roitfeld 
herself took from her table at the 2012 Met Ball, 
the names of all the big-shot celebrities in her 
general vicinity start piling up onthe screen, long 
beyond the point where it might seem impressive. 
(That James Franco really gets around, doesn't 
he?) When it’s not gawking at all the famous 
people in Roitfeld’s world, Mademoiselle C does 
offer some interesting glimpses into the life of 
a French fashion bigwig, especially regarding 
her family: Her adult son Viadimir has to explain 
to Roitfeld why she’s called a MILF, and when 
Vladimir dreamily opines that all boys think 
their mothers are beautiful but it’s especially 
true in his case, it’s just about the most French 
thing ever. (S.C.)

completist, or that discerning moviegoer seeking 


some sort of mainstream-ready middle ground 
between Steve McQueen's austere, ever-so-se- 
rious Shame and Caveh Zahedi's daffy, onanistic 
| Am A Sex Addict, Stuart Blumberg's Thanks for 
Sharing might do very nicely. The film divides 
its attentions among a trio of twelve-steppers 
in New York City, played by Tim Robbins, Mark 
Ruffalo, and Josh Gad ina pally hierarchy of 
mutual sponsorship. Respectively, their re- 
lational challenges also include an estranged 
former-junkie son (Patrick Fugit), a daunting 
new love interest (Gwyneth Paltrow), anda funky 
anti-fuck-buddy (Pink) who's also inthe program. 
As the characters fall into their simultaneous 
crises, which seem more or less authentic even 
if the simultaneity itself seems exaggeratedly 
movieish, Ruffalo shows off his gift for squirming 
sympathetically under pressure, and Robbins 
has a good time dispensing aphorisms like 
“Worry’s just a meditation on shit.” The film's 
title catches the irony that watching it might feel 
a little like prying, but it gets by on good chem- 
istry and many enjoyably actorly moments; like 
days inrecovery, these do add up. (J.K.) 


Wadjda The first feature film shot entirely in Saudi 


Arabia and made by a female Saudi filmmaker, 
Wadjda has a neat, sly way of folding complex 
pissed-off politics into crowd-pleasing narrative 
simplicity. In suburban Riyadh, a sweet and 
mildly willful 10-year-old girl (Waad Mohammed) 
wants to buy herself a bicycle. This presents a 
challenge — not just because she must earn and 
save up some money, but because, yes, she’s 
in Riyadh, where girls aren't supposed to have 
bikes, and even the idea of such a thing is thought 
threatening to their virtue. You might say this 
is a repressive atmosphere. Director Haifaa 
Al-Mansour, a documentarian making her fic- 
tion feature debut, doesn’t need to say; she 
lets it speak for itself. Al-Mansour has a keen 
intuition about that time-tested neorealist 
heartstring-tugger: the allegorically signif- 
icant bicycle. She also understands how to 
wring pathos from a kid's touchingly simplistic 
worldview without overburdening it. Appar- 
ently young Wadjda’s only relief from being 
deemed a problem child, on account of wearing 
Converse knockoffs instead of plain black loaf- 
ers, or warned against letting men see or hear 
her, ever, is to become the champion of her 
school’s Koran-recital bee. Understandably, 
under the circumstances, her relationship with 
her mother (Reem Abdullah) is strained. So 
is any hope for her future. But there is hope. 
There's that bike, gleaming with possibility.

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“CLAM-AND-GARLIC RAMEN HAD A FRAGRANT, SHIMMERY BROTH EVOCATIVE OF THE SEA”

Before I went to Ramen 
Izakaya Goku, the new ramen and 
small plates spot near the 16th 
Street BART station, someone who 
knows about such things described it 
to meas “the best ramen in the Mis- 
sion.” This struck me as similar to 
complimenting the tallest midget in 
the world, but the truth is that geog- 
raphy plays more of a role in how we 
feel about restaurants than we like 
to admit. Goku isn't the best ramen 
in the world, or even in the city, but 
it may well be the best in the Mis- 
sion, and that distinction carries 
some weight in San Francisco. 

The restaurant is from the same 
team responsible for Men Oh 
Ramen, Shabuway, and Waraku 
Ramen, and here they expanded 
the concept to include an izakaya 
— the Japanese equivalent of a 
tapas bar. The way to izakaya is 
to have leisurely small bites and 
drinks before topping the meal 
off with a finale of ramen or a rice 
dish, and the menu here is set up 
to accommodate that, and more. 
“Goku is the UN of restaurants,” 
says a bit of weird prose introducing 
the place on the menu. “It’s for 
everybody, whether you and 
your friends want to sample and 
drink for hours, or you're here 
for a hearty bowl of ramen before 
running a marathon, or a quick 
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ate Bet 


drink before a blind date.” 

The izakaya was busy on my 
visits, with a clipboard waiting list 
and a crowd of Missionites milling 
around the sidewalk (unlike some 
other spots, they won’t call your 
phone when your table is ready, so 
you just have to wait). Once you 
make it inside, the restaurant is as 
welcoming as the menu suggests. 
It’s decorated in generic San 
Francisco hip: One wall is textured 
concrete, the other is exposed 
wood, and there are bar seats 
facing the open kitchen. When you 
sit down, you're provided with a 
complimentary bowl of deep-fried 
noodles seasoned with furikake and 
cayenne pepper designed to whet 
the appetite and, I’m guessing, 
make you thirsty. You can quench 
it with a Northern California 
microbrew or Sapporo on tap, or 
something from the extensive sake 
selection, including several by-the- 
glass selections at different prices if 
you want to do a taste test. 

For small bites, order the 
takoyaki, octopus balls with a 
gooey texture and crisp fried crust. 
They’re like seafood croquettes, 
though they did have a tendency to 
stick to the bottom of the cast-iron 
mold in which they were served. 
Slices of soft monkfish liver, the 
foie gras of the sea, had a pleasant 
oceany flavor that tangoed with 
its tangy yuzu dressing. Batons of

deep-fried burdock root added a 
smoky element to the meal. One 
of the best appetizers turned out 
to be the Goku salad: greens with 
a bright citrus dressing, garnished 
with sweet marinated tomatoes 
and enough grilled pork to serve 
as a meal. The most disappointing 
small plate was the kobe beef ribs, 
overcooked slices of beef in a sweet 
sauce and topped with sliced red bell 
peppers; it tasted like a beef dish 
from a mediocre Chinese restaurant. 
Most diners were nibbling 
on one or two small plates, but 
the majority seemed to be at 
Goku because they had ramen 
on the brain. Despite the menu’s 
proclamation that it’s simmered 
for 16 hours, the broth lacks the 
complexity of the best variations, 
especially the “rich tonkotsu,” 
which was lackluster with its lean, 
dry chashu pork. But the katkusu 
pork ramen was a beautiful bowl 
of soup, with a broth less rich 
than traditional tonkotsu but with 
infinitely more depth and flavor, 
and pulled pork that had a good 
amount of fat mixed in with the 
meat. The noodles in both bowls 
were great — on the chewy side, 
but not undercooked — as were the 
house-pickled bamboo shoots. 
Once I ventured beyond pork 
ramen, there were real treats in 
store. The clam-and-garlic ramen 
was one of the best Goku» p34

offered, with a fragrant, shimmery 
broth that was faintly evocative of 
the sea. The clams in it, however, 
needed to be cleaned better — I bit 
down on grit on what seemed like 
every other one. The vegetarian 
broth was earthy and complex, and 
came with some of the tenderest 
tuna steaks I’ve ever eaten and al 
dente green noodles that added 
another layer of flavor. 

All of the ramen can be ordered 
on a sliding scale: cool, mild, 
medium, extra spicy, Goku (“hella 
spicy’). The differences weren't 
enough to be able to distinguish 
between them. If you're going to call 
something “hella spicy,” it should 
bring tears to my eyes and make me 
cough if I take too big of a slurp. The 
spiciest was semi-spicy at best, even 
for a wimp like me, and it was barely 
distinguishable in medium. 

Even if you're stuffed at the end 
of the meal, order the house-made 
taiyaki for dessert — a fish-shaped 
pancake filled with a sweet, warm 
red bean paste that’s made to order. 

Goku’s located on 16th Street, 
just west of Guerrero, so it'll do 
well no matter what — and its 11 
p.m. closing time on weekends 
ensures that punters will head there 
for a stomach-lining meal before 
getting on BART and going home. 
Later this year, it’s rumored that 
popular pop-up Hapa Ramen will 
move into a spot near Hog & Rocks, 
while Santa Clara’s Orenchi Ramen, 
supposedly one of the Bay Area’s 
best, is coming to Valencia next 
year. Soon the neighborhood might 
have bowls that are more than just 
“good enough for the Mission,” but 
that are good enough for anywhere.

It’s clear from the moment 
you walk in the door that Blueprint 
Tap Room aspires to become the 
Peach Pit (or possibly The Max) for 
tech workers within a half-mile ra- 
dius of Zynga, which happens to be 
across the street. It’s a poured-con- 
crete, bro’d-out, ground-level loft 
space that’s practically deafening at 
half capacity. And there’s a schemat- 
ic of “the Internet,” poking fun at 
former U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens’ noto- 
rious remark that the information 
superhighway is “not a big truck. It’s 
a series of tubes.” 

So you can tell Blueprint was 
put together by and for engineers 
who used such possible metrics as 
tchotchke quotient and optimized 
hangout-ability. It’s not cheap-look- 
ing, but it feels highly utilitarian. 
And as a tap room, everything with 
alcohol in it comes from a tap — 15 
or so beers and eight wines.

A Coffee 
Shop A-Team

When Andrew Barnett 

talks about coffee, he talks about the 
stuff of his dreams. He’s an espresso 
lover of Olympic proportions, and 
he’s been a fixture in the coffee scene 
for decades. His new project, Linea 
Caffe, opened last week in the Mis- 
sion, a partnership with Anthony 
Myint of Mission Chinese fame. 

Barnett is known most recently as 
the founder of Ecco Caffe, which he 
sold to Intelligentsia in 2009. Myint, 
of course, comes with a sparkling 
pedigree, having founded Mission 
Chinese Food, Commonwealth, and 
more recently having been named to 
Chow.com’s list of the 13 most influ- 
ential people in the food world. That's 
a lot of expertise to cram into 300 
square feet. And on the corner of San 
Carlos and Mission streets, that’s all 
they've got. 

Linea is uncommon in a few ways. 
First, Barnett is considered a cham- 
pion of Brazilian coffee, an origin 
with an unsteady reputation known 
more for commodity coffee than 
specialty grade stuff. He’s been back 
to the country 15 times in the last 11 
years, in part to judge the country’s 
national coffee competition, the Cup 
of Excellence. He says that Brazilian 
coffee harbors the flavor profile of 
his dreams. 


include fried rice ball salad, angel wings, Lao 
sausage, and beef larb.

“When it’s good, it’s incredibly 
sweet, clean, and balanced coffee. It’s 
where California wine was in 1976, 
right when people changed their 
thinking about it being a commodity 
product,” says Barnett. 

At Ecco, Barnett was known for 
plucking unusual and spectacular cof- 
fees out of Brazil. At Linea, he’ll be 
doing it again. And he’s assembled an 
arsenal of coffee doyens to help bring 
it to the people. Ant Walach, former- 
ly of Sightglass Coffee, will be head- 
ing up roasting. Behind the bar will 
be Tom Baker, veteran barista with 
a long, expansive history working in 
the Bay Area’s best shops, alongside 
Rita Kaminsky, who managed Albina 
Press in Portland and worked with 
pioneering coffee farmer Aida Batlle 
in El Salvador, as well as Stumptown 
alum, Hector Coronado. Basically, it’s 
a team of coffee superheroes. And 
they’re only doing espresso. Why? 
Simplicity, says Barnett. The team is 
small and bandwidth to travel is lim- 
ited, so they’re starting small. 

“It’s an incubator, one idea for cof- 
fee. Just like a barbecue place that’s 
not doing fried chicken, or roasted 
meats, we're focusing on one prepa- 
ration to do it spectacularly well. 
That’s our mission, so we’re keeping 
the menu small,” says Barnett. 

Still, Barnett will be bringing in 
coffees from other places like Central 
America, and bags of beans will be on 
sale in the café. On the food side, My- 
int has wrangled together a program 
of salads and waffles to go with the 
coffee. In true Myint form, there will 
be a substantial charitable compo- 
nent to the food, wherein a portion 
of sales goes to 350.org. 

In a word, Barnett is out to show 
that world-class coffee doesn’t need 
a showroom. His favorite food comes 
from holes in the wall, and, despite 
his kingly status as a coffee nerd, 
he believes humility and kindness 
behind the counter are enormously 
impactful. He compares buying coffee 
to buying bread at Tartine: 

“I go in, and someone is nice to 
me. No one is telling me about the 
bread’s sugar content, how many 
times it was kneaded, the elevation 
the wheat was grown. I just get nice 
service and a stupendous product. 
We want to create something like 
that, friendly and efficient. We want 
to be approachable.”

I’m telling you all 
this history, gentle reader, 
so that when you enter Shot- 
well’s (nee Schlichtmann & Bredhofy 
Grocery Saloon, nee Thieves Tavern) 
you will gaze at the beautiful carved 
bar that towers behind the bartend- 
ers and gasp in awe at the history. 
Schlichtmann ordered the thing spe- 
cial from Maine and had it shipped 
out, and it has survived quakes, fire, 
Prohibition, disco, The Great Hipster 
Fernet Explosion, and James Franco 
and Anne Hathaway hosting the 
Oscars.

The bar has the regal patina of 
a century burnished into its edges, 
along with a laid back clientele of 
techies, day laborers, hippies, and as- 
sorted regulars who moved into the 
neighborhood before rents skyrock- 
eted. There’s a long bar to the left 
and communal tables to the right, 
and a pool table nestled in the back. 

I sat at the bar and thumbed 
through my paper, my eyes flitting 
from the page to whatever hot sin- 
gle-ish looking man I could pull into 
my web of seduction. No luck. 
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“You going to read the sports sec- 
tion?” asked the guy next to me. 

I slid it out and passed it to him. 
“Of course,” I said. “I’m just trying 
to avoid anything athletic- or Syr- 
ia-related.” 

He said he was avoiding every- 
thing, including his job in a law 
office, which I guess had ruined his 
day. He also said he avoids a lot of 
mainstream politics because he’s a 
Libertarian. Ho boy. Libertarians are 
like vegans, because the same joke 
fits for both: 

Q: How can you tell if someone is a 
Libertarian? 

A: Don't worry, they'll fucking tell 
you. 

I wish I could say that I avoided 
the subject of his political beliefs 
entirely, but sadly, no, and we em- 
barked on a long argument about 
the merits of taxation and the Fed- 
eral Reserve before we both waved 
white flags and gave up. 

The two chattering hens next to 
us got steadily louder, steadily more 
palm-on-the-bar slapping, steadily 
more blitz-betrunken, to channel 
Schlichtmann. It became apparent 
that they were going to stay 

for the pub quiz, and 
they didn’t particularly 

look very smart, so 

I thought perhaps 

I might have a 
chance and should 
stay. Besides, my 
new buddy obvious- 
ly knew sports. 
“You staying for 
the trivia?” I asked 
him, but he said no, that 
he always scoots before it 
starts. He made the very valid point 
that there are roving bands of smart 
people who show up at these things 
and just crush everyone. They are 
usually like the Super Friends, each 
with their own special powers: His- 
tory Man, Pop Culture Girl, Science 
Geek. Besides, I thought to my- 
self, this was probably never what 
Schlichtmann intended when he 
chased his dream of a grog-in-the- 
backroom paradise. 

Incidentally, he sold his bar to 
a guy named Old Man Cribbin in 
1909 (who was, to be fair, Young 
Man Cribbin at that time) and then 
promptly set up a new bar in what is 
now The Uptown. Old Man Cribbin 
is long since dead, of course, and the 
bar has gone through a few more 
hands. According to its website, two 
dudes from the Crowbar bought it in 
2000 and named it Thieves Tavern, 
then Shotwell’s in ’06... one hun- 
dred years after the earthquake that 
changed everything.

Forever Jungian 


After 20 years, Souls of Mischief's “93 'Tillnfinity” still taps the collective hip-hop unconscious.

Maybe it’s the sample, 

a mercurial sped-up marimba melody 
from a Billy Cobham jazz-fusion song. 
Or maybe it’s the familiar boom-bap 
beat, or the warm, wistful bassline, or 
the fact that this prophetic posse-cut 
features four precocious Oakland 
teenagers spectacularly out-rapping 
each other in punchy, slang-splat- 
tered verses. Or maybe it’s the mes- 
sage — “This is how we chill” — and 
the way the chillness of the track and 
the subject matter contrast so sharply 
with the hyperactivity of the rhym- 
ing. Or maybe it was that rap music 
from Northern California had never 
sounded like this before. 

One thing is for sure: Twenty 
years after its original release, Souls 
of Mischief’s “93 ’Til Infinity” is 
still as big a Bay Area rap anthem as 
there is. 

The song launched the major-la- 
bel-signed but mostly unknown 
group — A-Plus, Opio, Phesto, and 
Tajai — to the echelons of rap star- 
dom, at least for a while. As Souls of 
Mischief’s first single, “93 ’Til Infini- 
ty” peaked at 72 on the Billboard Hot 
100, with the accompanying album 
rising to No. 85 on the Billboard 200 
— pretty high considering the un- 
easy place rap music occupied in the 
pop mainstream. It got onto influen- 
tial shows like BET’s Rap City and Yo! 
MTV Raps. The members’ friends at 
colleges around the country heard it 
on the radio and called to say so. East 
Coast titans A Tribe Called Quest 
took the group on tour. Now two de- 


cades later, Souls of Mischief is part 
of Oakland’s Hieroglyphics indie-rap 
collective, still recording, touring, 
and drawing big crowds, as they did 
at this year’s Hiero Day celebration, 
which peaked with an anniversary 
performance of “93 ’Til Infinity.” 

In 1993, Souls of Mischief and 
their friends took over Hyde Street 
Studios in San Francisco for two 
weeks to finish their first album. 
One day, rapper/producer A-Plus 
was showing off some new beats, 
and played one with an atmospheric 
melody that had been sped up over 
an earthy bass. Everyone knew 
that the beat was special. “It just 
had a really ephemeral quality,” 
Tajai remembers now. “It felt like 
the soundtrack to when we would 
go to the hills and blaze one and 
talk about our future.” A-Plus had 
promised the beat to a friend, Pep 
Love, but the other members of 
Souls of Mischief overrode the gift 
and demanded to use it. 

What followed was the kind of 
rare confluence that often leads to 
great recordings: a magnificent beat, 
a crew accustomed to constantly 
freestyling, and an encouraging 
atmosphere. “The studio was full of 
people, weed smoke, everything, 
liquor — it was a party,” remembers 
D Sharp, a friend and erstwhile DJ 
of the crew. “I was actually in the 
studio when Tajai went, ‘Sometimes 
it gets a little hectic out there...’ I 
don’t think no one really tripped 
that it was going to be that big.” 

Judged by its subject matter, “93 
Til Infinity” is nothing special. Aside 
from the brilliant backing track, 
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Scott La Rockwell 
it’s basically four dudes bragging to 
one another about smoking weed, 
attracting women, evading cops, and 
trying to be cool. The complexity, 
and the art, come in the way these 
tales are rendered — in the slinky, 
elastic verses, in riffs inside of riffs. 
Read Opio’s eighth verse and think 
of the way a jazz instrumentalist will 
structure an entire solo around a 
certain note or phrase: 





Even the structure of the song 
mirrors a jazz tune, with four 
soloists improvising riffs but 
returning to a main theme, the 
song’s memorable hook: “This is 
how we chill from 93 ’til.” It’s a 
little bewildering at first, with 
the complexity of the rhymes, the 
breadth of meaning conveyed in 
so few words, the sheer quickness 
with which they change directions 
and subjects and voices. But it 
exemplifies the artistry of what 
what would later be considered 
“alternative” hip-hop. 


EAT MUSIC 


In those gangsta-dominated 
days, this sound was already a 
throwback. “93 ’Til Infinity” came 
out when West Coast rap was 
dominated by the war between Dr. 
Dre and Eazy E that blew up after 
the dissolution of N.W.A. Snoop 
Dogg had yet to arrive as a force. 
Tupac was just getting big. The Bay 
Area was known for lurid street-rap 
like Too Short’s “Freaky Tales,” not 
traditional beats and deft lyrics. 
Those were the realm of East Coast 
groups like A Tribe Called Quest 
and De La Soul. And when Souls of 
Mischief put out “93 ’Til Infinity,” 
“the ‘hood didn’t really take ’em 
serious, real talk,” says D Sharp. 
“Cause it’s like ‘Oh, they on some 
De La Soul happy shit.’ They wasn’t 
making [1995 street-rap hit] “I Got 
Five on It.” Souls of Mischief were 
from the same part of East Oakland 
as many street rappers, but they 
were doing something different. 
“93 ’Til Infinity” showed the world 
— and especially the East Coast 
rap establishment — that more 
traditional hip-hop could be an 
Oakland thing, too. 

Unlike a lot of rap then and now, 
“93 Til Infinity” is a feel-good song. 
The music video, which was filmed 
on a beautiful day in Yosemite, 
emphasized that it isn’t about 
grinding in the hood or vaporizing 
your enemies. It’s about sitting back 
and proudly taking stock of your life. 
That has to be a big reason why, 20 
years later, the best clip of “93 ’Til 
Infinity” has more than 5 million 
views on YouTube. 

The members of Souls of Mischief 
quickly disclaim the notion that 
the song made them big stars, and 
they are certainly not, as they put 
it, Snoop Dogg-famous. But Snoop 
Dogg is a fan — and he’s featured on 
the group's latest single. Kanye West 
is a fan. Rappers like Big K.R.LT. 
and Freddie Gibbs are fans. And 
those names are a few among many, 
all around the world, for whom 
Souls of Mischief still perform. 
“Those guys will be able to tour for 
the rest of their lives off that song,” 
Sharp says. “Their children will be 
able to live off of that.” So “93 ’Til 
Infinity” isn’t just a popular song, 
or a good song. It’s also a prophetic 
song. It started in 1993, and it just 
might live on forever.

Techno vet Speedy 

J uses software to 
improvise himself into 
trouble and out of it.

He might have one of the 
campiest DJ names in dance music, 
but Speedy J, aka Jochem Paap, is 
no joke. Based in the Dutch city of 
Rotterdam, he was an integral figure 
in the European response to the 
then-new sound of Detroit techno. 
But while Paap’s discography as a 
producer is impressive, he’s better 
known for amazing live performanc- 
es as a DJ — thus the name “Speedy 
J.” First a vinyl spinner, then a pro- 
lific hardware jockey (he used the 
same Yamaha samplers as local pro- 
ducers Ghosts on Tape and Bobby 
Browser), Paap has since embraced 
the potential of digital performance 
to go far beyond the expectations 
of your usual techno dancefloor, re- 
leasing a steady barrage of stripped- 
down, high-tech hypnotism. 

For Paap, performance is a mat- 
ter of improvisation. Even when he 
was a vinyl spinner in the early 90s, 
he rarely played his records from 
start to finish, instead preferring to 
work like a turntablist, using short 
snippets of each to build something 
larger. That mentality led to his 
current setup, which is focused 
around Native Instruments’ Trak- 
tor, a digital DJing program that he 
uses to cut up and layer his minimal 
techno across four virtual turnta- 
bles (though in the physical world 
there are usually only two). “When 
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Traktor came out, it came with all 
these other possibilities which allow 
you to treat music as raw material 
instead of as finished,” Paap tells SF 
Weekly. 

One of those possibilities is easy 
routing between Traktor and other 
software programs, such as the 
Ableton Live music production suite 
and Native Instruments’ Maschine 
drum sampler. Using these he can 
tweak his sets even more, rinsing 
his skeletal rhythm tracks in audio 
effects like delay and reverb while 
also adding booming hits of on-the- 
fly percussion. Naturally, so much 
improvisation can lead to some 
interesting and often purposefully 
unexpected places. “I don’t like 
playing robot-style, pre-planned or 
anything,” he says. “I’m not scared

of creating moments that push me 
to come up with solutions aesthet- 
ically. I usually find myself in the 
best moment when I have to solve a 
problem that I got myself into.” 
Considering the mutability of 
his sets, Paap has long been a fan 
favorite — and one of his solo sets 
would usually warrant headliner sta- 
tus. But this week, he’s headlining 
alongside a near festival-size roster 
of spinners pulled from the world of 
house and techno for Public Works’ 
all-day, all-night Indian Summer 
Block Party.

Mind Out of Time 


Jared Griffin, the gritty voice of Sioux City Kid, 
iS going to be at this for a while.

Jared Griffin believes he was 
born in the wrong decade. He’s seen 
The Last Waltz, the Scorcese-direct- 
ed documentary about The Band’s 
famous 1976 farewell show in San 
Francisco, more times than he can 
count. Neil Young still moves him to 
tears. As a senior at George Wash- 
ington High School in 2002 — when 
Linkin Park and Nickelback were 
topping the rock charts — Griffin 
was tagging the “Ihe Who’ on his 
desk with a Sharpie. 

“T almost didn’t graduate high 
school because I was at the beach, 
listening to Tommy over and over 
again,” says Griffin, the gritty voice 
of San Francisco’s Sioux City Kid, 
perched on a bar stool at one of his 
favorite hometown dives, the Ha- 
Ra Club on Geary. “Some door just 
opened at that age. Then I got big 
into Robert Johnson and the blues, 
and then Bob Dylan, then Chuck Ber- 
ry, Buddy Holly. At a certain point 
it was: Okay, I don’t want to do any- 
thing but listen to music, I’m walking 
around actually in pain all the time 
from how beautiful this music is. 
Maybe I should try to...play it?” 

A decade later, his band is releas- 
ing its second full-length album, 
Minutes, Miles, Troubles and Trials, 
nine tracks of red-blooded, blues- 
heavy rock ’n’ roll. There’s jangly 
ragtime piano, gospel-style backup 
vocals, and shout-along choruses. 
These are drinking songs to dance to 
and vice versa, all full of empty-bot-

tle regrets, gypsy heartbreak, deals 
with the devil, and storms brewing 
in New Orleans. The record is ded- 
icated to Levon Helm; the inside 
cover bears the directive “This album 
should be played loud!” as a callback 
to similar instructions at the begin- 
ning of The Last Waltz. 

Americana has become some- 
thing of an overused descriptor 
for everyone with a beard anda 
stringed instrument, and it’s easy 
to see how Sioux City Kid’s subject 
matter might come off as posturing 
in the hands of a twentysomething, 
California-born songwriter. But that 
doesn’t account for the assuredness 
in Griffin’s voice, a gravelly tone that 
sounds deeper, older, and far more 
world-weary than his years. It draws 
frequent comparisons to Tom Waits 
(Griffin doesn’t agree) and Howlin’ 
Wolf (he’ll take that one). There are 
some demons in it. 

“Tm a defeatist, absolutely,” says 
Griffin, noting that he’s drinking 
vodka at the moment because whis- 
key has been making him “get a little 
dark lately.” He’s been working on 
the band’s social media stuff all day, 
and Facebook — and the fact that 
he had to join it last year for pro- 
motional purposes — is among the 
realities of the modern-day music 
industry that depress him immense- 
ly. “I’ve always been like that. I’m an 
only child who grew up on a dead- 
end street. The glass isn’t half-emp- 
ty, it’s very empty.” 

Sioux City Kid formed officially 
in 2009, when Griffin returned

to San Francisco after a few years 

of roaming, and decided that the 
kind of blues songs he was writing 
would sound better with a little help 
from similarly classic rock-obsessed 
friends. In Griffin’s earliest solo 
efforts in S.F, he'd been writing 
mainly political songs: “After seeing 
Sicko and An Inconvenient Truth, like, 
five times each in the theater, it was 
‘Tm gonna change the world with 
my politically minded folk!’ Which, 
hilarious.” So Griffin recruited a 
rhythm section out of acquaintanc- 
es from the Hotel Utah’s open mic 
scene. Since then, through a handful 
of lineup changes, Sioux City Kid has 
played as a duo and (at least at one 
point when we saw the band back 

in 2011) a rollicking eight-person 
steam engine that includes a two- 
man horn section. 

It’s a dynamic bunch: Jake 
Smolowe and Adam Finkin, 
who ve been with Griffin from 
the beginning, are both forces to 
be reckoned with on the keys and 
bass, respectively; Laura Wiese’s 
bright vocals add a welcome 
layer of contrast to an otherwise 
testosterone-heavy sound. But 
with a stage presence that’s equal 
parts sweat, adrenaline, and high- 
proof bourbon, Griffin is often the 
focal point of the room. “The first 
time I played Great American I 
was crazy, spastic, basically doing 
voodoo rituals on the ground,” he 
says with a laugh. “I’ve become a 
little more interested in controlled 
madness, where it’s sort of bubbling 
on the brim, just about to push the 
envelope.” The band will be playing 
Great American Music Hall again, 
one of Griffin’s favorite venues, 
for the record release show on 
Sept. 27. The title of his absolute 
favorite venue goes to the Fillmore, 
a place that inspires Griffin to cross 
himself and blow it a kiss each time 
he passes by, because “it’s like a 
cathedral.” 

Playing there, and touring nation- 
ally on a semi-regular basis, are goals 
for the future. “I don’t see myself 
making old bones, but if I did I'd be 
happy doing that for a while,” he 
says; there’s not another career path 
that feels even remotely acceptable. 
(His other forms of income over the 
past decade have been landscape 
work and participation in “over 20” 
medical research studies at UCSF 
and S.F. General Hospital — ask him 
about the effects of mixing malaria 
pills and HIV medication on people 
who have neither!) And if he has to 
learn how to use Twitter along the 
way, he'll do it. “Playing music is still 
the only thing I really ever want to 
be doing, so this is it,” says Griffin. 
“It’s not like I’ve got a plan B.”

I’m a 23-year-old homo who came out one year 
ago. Life has done good and bad things to me. 
Good things include success in the intelligence 
lottery, a full ride to college, and now a job 
with a six-figure income. Sadly, I find that my 
place in life is different from the place occupied 
by most other young gay men. When meeting 
someone, I am often bummed to discover that 
they are ina state of transience (between 
cities, between degrees), or bummed because I 
detect a difference in socioeconomic upbringing/ 
status that will make it hard for us to relate 

to each other, or bummed because they are 

not as smart as Iam, or most often bummed 
over a combination of all these things. These 
thoughts sap my interest in new people, telling 
me that “it just wouldn’t work.” Am I right 

to think that and keep looking, or should I do 
some substantial “rounding up to one’ and go 
on that second date, even though the odds of 
compatibility seem slim? 

Lots Of First Dates 


I’m tempted to tell you not to go on “that 
second date” with anyone you feel is beneath 
you intellectually, socioeconomically, or 
status- or upbringing-wise — not to spare 
you his ghastly company, LOFD, but to spare 
him the ghastliness of yours. 

Look, Gloria Upson, if dating gay men your 
own age means exposing yourself to guys who 
are in “states of transience” — completely 
normal states for dudes in their early 20s 
— then date guys in their 30s and 40s. Not 
that dating older guys is a surefire recipe for 
romantic success: Your snobbery, classism, 
and elitism are so repulsive that most older 
guys will be blocking your number before you 
can call about a second date. 

Andrew Sullivan wrote a beautiful post 
at The Dish a few weeks ago about the 
egalitarianism of getting laid. He recalled 
dancing all night in a gay club full of African- 
American guys back when he was a “cute 
twinky English schoolboy.” And Andrew 
didn’t just dance with the black guys he 
encountered after moving to Washington, 
DG; 

“There’s nothing like dating or fucking a 
person of another background, race, or class 
to help you see the humanity in everyone,” 
Andrew wrote. “How do you get scared of 
generic young black men when you've danced 
with them all night long?... In that sense, I’ve 
always felt that being gay was a real moral 
blessing. I could have been so much worse a 
human being if I'd been straight.” 

You're young, LOFD, and I’m being hard 
on you. | don’t mean to step on your ping- 
pong ball. But if you don’t get a grip on your 
classism and snobbery, you will become so 
much worse a human being than you need 
to be. So snap the fuck out of it, okay? And 
remember: We gay people are a tiny, tiny 
minority. If you reject as potential partners, 
friends, and fuck buddies all gay men who 
aren't of your exact same class, education 
level, social status (ugh), or salary level (barf), 
LOED, you won't be left with many guys to 
date, hang out with, or fuck. 

Which is not to say that you'll wind up 
alone. Refusing to date any gay man who 
doesn’t belong to the same club that Bunny 
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Bixler does (and isn’t pulling in 100K+ a year) 
will complicate your search for love, LOFD, 
but there are other gay snobs out there. 
You could find a boyfriend who’s just like 
you, i.e., same class, same education, same 
income bracket, same snobbery and shitty-ass 
attitude. But I wouldn't wish that kind of guy 
on anyone, LOFD. 

Not even on you. 


I recently started dating a 26-year-old female. 
I was a little surprised when she told me that 
she gets nothing out of oral sex, as that has been 
my typical method for getting my past partners 
off. Eventually, I was to discover that this was 
because she has no external glans (clitoris hood/ 
head). It’s just smooth skin where a clit would 
be. I was shocked when she showed me. She is 
probably the easiest person I’ve ever met to get 
to orgasm (thank god!), so this isn’t a problem, 
just a mystery. I know that the clitoris is much 
larger than just the part you can see — the 
“head” — and she gets off on the feeling of 
pressure on and around where the glans would 
normally be, so I’m sure she has developed 
nerves and, I guess, has a clit under the skin. 
She assumed this was common enough, as none 
of her gynecologists has ever brought it to her 
attention. Have you ever heard of this? Is it 
common? 

Clitorless Lad In Torment 


“It’s pretty rare, but yes it happens,” said 
Debby Herbenick, a research scientist at 
Indiana University, a sexual health educator 
at the Kinsey Institute, the author of Sex 
Made Easy (among other books), a frequent 
guest expert for Savage Love, and the only 
woman who has ever chased me around a 
room with a vulva puppet. 

When a woman doesn’t have an exposed 
clitoral glans, “there’s usually other genital 
parts that haven’t developed or have 
developed in atypical ways,” said Herbenick. 
“But there have been a few case reports 
in which the women had other typically 
developed genital parts — labia, etc. — while 
the clitoris alone is missing or very small. 
Some of these women report erotic sensation 
in the clitoral area.” 

Should your girlfriend talk to a doctor 
about it? 

“T haven’t seen this woman’s genitals 
specifically,” said Herbenick, “but sometimes 
there is atrophy or even ‘coverage’ of the 
clitoris (for example, the hood fuses over 
the glans partially or completely) due 
to vulvar skin disorders such as lichen 
sclerosus. Some children have LS, and often 
it goes undiagnosed for years and, without 
treatment, her clitoral hood could have 
fused over the glans. A dermatologist or 
gynecologist knowledgeable about vulvar 
dermatoses could look into this possibility via 
a very small biopsy. (Doctors with expertise 
in vulvar health can be found through issvd. 
org.)”
